>led on the shore; Baalbec ia a ruin; 
Palmyra is buried in a desert; Nin-

$5,000 DAMACJE3. 


A Very Important Case Involvme the 


Hights of Passengers Through Tem- 


perance Towna. 


A telegram stales that a suit was com- 


menced in the United States court at 
Springfield on Saturday last by P. W. 
Burnett, of that city, as attorney for ller- 
man Bauer, of St. Louis, against the 
Marshal and '.be President and Board of 
Trustees of the Village of Taylorville, 
Christian county, whicli Is intended to 
test some very interesting ami important 
questions growing out of the use of din- 
ing cars on the Wabasb. railway. This 
company, as is' well known, has lately 
supplied its trains with dining cars fur- 
nished with all the luxuries usually found 
in a first class hotel, including the best 
brands of wine aad beer. The Chicago 
and St. Louis trains run through Taylor- 
ville, which is a no-liceuse town, and 
contains a number of "temperance advo- 
cates so zealous that they are not willing 
that passengers traveling through their 
village at the rate of 30 miles an hour 
shall obtain anything to drink on the 
trains. On.Nov. 15tb, the village Mar- 
shal, acting under instructions from the 
Town Board, entered the dining car 
while the train was at the depot, and 
purchased a bottle of beer from the con- 
ductor, who supposed him to be a pas- 
senger. 
The Marshal immediately ar- 


resled tiie conductor without a warrant, 
took him from his car aud train, brought 
him before a magistrate by whom he 
was fined $40 for violating the village 
ordinance against keeping open a dram 
shop. Upon settling the fine the conduc- 
tor was immediately rearrested for vio- 
lating tbe state law, and held to await 
the finding of the grand jury, which has 
since found an indictment against him 
containing numerous counts. The i ail- 
road company claims that tbe arrest and 
prosecution were without authority of 
law, and, as it would be obliged to dis- 
continue the sale of liquor on its trains 
if obliged to procure a license from ev. 
cry village through which they run, has 
determined to test the matter.
